Blackshear poet laureate 


ighty-four years of Alabama history are etched 

on the welcoming face of Helen Friedman 

Blackshear ’31. This month another line of 

history was added when the Montgomery 
resident was named Alabama’s poet laureate by the 
Alabama Writers’ Conclave. Between Elderhostel trips 
to Mexico and: Poland, Blackshear returned home to 
discuss her life’s work, reflected in her teaching, her 
marriage and her writing, which has fetched her nearly 
50 state and national awards in the past five years. 

Blackshear traces the origin of her interest in poetry 
to Georgia Poet Laureate Robert Loveman, her great 
uncle, who shared a house with her family in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala. Blackshear says Loveman taught her “to see things, 
to use my eyes to look at things differently.” At his 
encouragement her eight-year-old observations took 
shape into poetry. Then came the influence of her high 
school teacher Wanda Detlie. “When I found she liked 
poetry, | wanted to write poetry that she liked.” 

The spark that Loveman and Detlie gave was 
disciplined by Agnes Scott’s own Emma May Laney, an 
indomitable force in the English department from 1919 
to 1956 whom Lest We Forget author Edward McNair 
described as “the most powerfully influential person 
who has ever taught at Agnes Scott.”

The artist, Julia Beeman ’55 of 
Mineral Bluff, Ga., smiles as she 
explains that this is her first time 
working with watercolor. She 
admits that the best aspect of water- 
color is the ability to correct mis- 
takes. “I’m glad that it is easy to 
make changes because it’s also the 
first time I’ve painted without first 
drawing the image,” Beeman adds. 

Beeman was among the 71 par- 
ticipants in Agnes Scott’s Summer 
Studios Program. From June 17 
through 25, the students and their 
professional artist instructors experi- 
enced different media including 
watercolor, encaustic, beadwork, 
computer graphics and theatre. 

“We don’t want our program 
to be typical, we want it to be an 
intense, immersion experience that 
allows students to get involved in 
the creative process,” explains 
Myrna Lubin, director of 
special programs for ASC. 

The Summer Studios Program 
attracts a mix of ages, backgrounds 
and experiences. In the “Watercolor 
and the Visual Journal” class, the 
students included Anna McPherson, 
an Agnes Scott student who took 
the class during the summer because 
it isn’t available during the school 
year. Another watercolor student, Jo 
Hunsinger 55, says she enjoys 
painting with oils but has always 
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wanted to learn how to work 
with watercolor. 

The is the third year Agnes Scott 
has offered Summer Studios to 
enable serious students of the arts a 
chance to experience a variety of 
topics in visual arts, music, theatre 
and creative writing. Anne Kaiser 
of Atlanta says she registered for the 
“Watercolor and the Visual Journal” 
class because she’s always kept a 
written journal and she’s always been 
interested in watercolor. “When | 
saw journal-keeping and watercolor 
combined | found the courage to 
sign up,” says Kaiser. 

A safe environment that 
encourages students to take risks 
is one of the program’s objectives, 
says Lubin. Classes are small (the 
watercolor class had five students) 
because there is a greater spirit of 
camaraderie in the small group, 
Lubin adds. 

The watercolor class was taught 
by Miriam Karp, an Atlanta painter 
whose work has been exhibited 
widely both locally and nationally. 

“Watercolor is a very forgiving 
medium,” says Karp. She challenges 
her students to take chances since 
mistakes with watercolor can be 
rubbed out, painted over or even left 
in the painting. “In fact, some of the 
best work I’ve seen with watercolor 
is usually an accident,” she adds. 

The format of the class is more 
than just teaching watercolor tech- 
nique and telling students to paint. 
Instead, Karp has the students pro- 
duce a visual journal of their week at

Agnes Scott. Using small, postcard 
size pads of paper, the students work | 
around the campus, painting what 
they see—the whole context or 
scene, an individual piece of the 
scene and a close-up of the 
individual piece. 

Hunsinger worked in the garden 
within the Dana Fine Arts Building 
on one day. Her visual journal | 
included paintings of a segment of 
the garden, an individual flower and 
even one of her classmates as she 
sat painting. 

In addition to “Watercolor and 
the Visual Journal,” studios and 
workshops offered were: Pop-Up 
Books; Waterbase Monotype; | 
Introduction to Computer Art; Art | 
Therapy, Children and Disabilities; | 
Book Art; Monotype; Advanced | 
Computer Art; Encaustic and 
Dimensional Beadwork. Students of 
the theatre enjoyed three workshops 
and two public seminars offered by 
the Omaha Magic Theatre, a 
cutting-edge multi-disciplinary 
performance ensemble of artists. 

“Our instructors are all profes- 
sional artists who are recognized as | 
experts in the field and in addition | 
to having Atlanta-based artists we | 
have instructors from New York, 
Seattle, Nebraska and Maryland,” 
says Lubin. 

The key to Summer Studios’ 
success is original topics and 
qualified instructors. As Lubin says, | 
“We want to offer stuff you don’t / 
get anywhere else. |

know what parts were good and what parts were not 
acceptable without crushing our creativity,” recalls 
Blackshear. “[She also] taught me how to get things out 
of people. Later on when | was teaching creative writing 
I used her methods—having people sit in a circle and 
read and then pointing out first the good things. . .” 

While Laney became Blackshear’s teacher-mentor, 
Robert Browning became her muse. Attracted to 
“his intellectualism and sarcasm,” she says she hungered 
for the “realism that he showed.” 

Her first two published poems were about her 
Georgia alma mater. “A couple of years after | was 
married [to William Mitchell Blackshear], we didn’t 
have enough money to make our car payment; | was 
afraid we were going to lose the car and I said, ‘Maybe | 
can sell a poem. | had gotten an invitation to a reunion. 
Not only did I not have the money to go, I didn’t want 
to go. | wanted to remember college the way | thought 
of it. | [wrote the poem ‘Reunion,’] published it in 
Good Housekeeping and got $35 for it. That made our 
car payment. A couple of years later I published 
‘On Leaving College,’ ” a poem she wrote on the 
night before her graduation from ASC. 

After leaving ASC and receiving a master’s degree 
from the University of Alabama, Blackshear set her 
writing aside for nearly 35 years while she taught and 
raised a family. Her first book, Mother was a Rebel, about 
her growing-up years in Tuscaloosa, wasn’t published 
until 1965. Since then she has published another book 
of essays, Southern Smorgasbord; Creek Captives, stories 
for children based on Alabama history (for which she 
received a Freedom Foundation Award); a book about 
her father’s family, From Peddler to Philanthropist: the 
Friedman Story; and three books of poetry, individual 
poems of which have appeared in more than a dozen 
poetry reviews nationally. 

She has been active in the Creative Writers of 
Montgomery for 20 years, the Press and Authors Club 
and the American Association of University Women. 
She has served as an officer of the Alabama Poetry 
Society (and Poet of the Year in 1986) and in the 
72-year-old Alabama Writers’ Conclave. 

“l have tried all my writing career to keep it simple,” 
says Blackshear, an admirer of intellectualism, who 
loathes “things written to impress. If it comes from the 
heart and you really mean it, it will come across.”

Administrative staff changes 


MAHONEY MAKES TOUGH DECISION IN JUNE TO ACHIEVE BALANCED BUDGET FOR 1995-96 FISCAL YEAR 


n June 2, Agnes Scott’s 
Interim President Sally 
Mahoney announced 
that seven regular staff 
positions—six people—would be 
“vacated” due to an unexpected 
shortfall in the enrollment goal. 
“Our retention projections 
and our projections regarding 
out-of-state entering students 
are tracking as projected, But 
we expect to be at 135 full time 
equivalent students (FTE) 
(20 less than the 155 FTE 
planned) by the opening of 
school,” said Mahoney at an 
address to the faculty and staff. 
The shortfall was in the pro- 
jected number of entering 
Georgia students. “The budget 
impact is $325,000 to $350,000. 
Our obligation is to enter the 
new fiscal year with a balanced 
budget plan,” said Mahoney. 
“The impact is largely in 
professional staff functions.and 
it involves people whose work is 
of high quality and honored.” 
The president's office lost an 
administrative assistant position 
(which was currently vacant). 
Personnel reductions included 
one position (the director of spe- 
cial programs) from the office of 
the Dean of the College Sarah 
Blanshei; two (the coordinator 
of student activities and the 


assistant director of health ser- 
vices frozen until January) from 
the office of Dean of Students 
Gué Hudson; and three (manager 
of community relations and spe- 
cial events, part time editorial 
assistant in publications, coordi- 
nator of class activities from 
alumnae affairs ) from the office 
of Vice President for Finance 
and Development Bill Gailey. 
The decision to vacate 
positions was made after 
Mahoney and officers met with 
the budget work group consisting 
of Associate Professor of History 
Katharine Kennedy, Professor of 
Biology Harry Wistrand and 
then-Student Government 
Association Treasurer Jennifer 
Langston who reviewed options 
which also included salary freezes 
(across the board) and/or program 
cuts. Twice in the past five years 
(in 1990-91 and 1994-95) the 
College had frozen salaries (but in 
1994 offered 2 percent raises after 
the monies became available). As 
part of the normal budgeting 
process, changes have occurred 
each year in the way monies are 
allocated and spent. Among the 
concerns expressed by Mahoney 
was the protection of faculty posi- 
tions and the salary pool (at 3.5 
percent) for faculty and staff. 
Members of the budget work 


group agreed that the circum- 
stances required 
an unpleasant solution and the 


unanimous decision was to vacate 


staff positions. “In our discussions 
we did not talk about which 
positions would be eliminated,” 
said Kennedy, who noted those 
decisions were shouldered by the 
officers. But she’said, there was 
“teal sorrow felt for our loss of 
valuable people.” 

After Mahoney made her 
remarks, she opened the meeting 
to questions which ranged from 
how the Georgia HOPE program 
had affected first-year enrollment 
to why the College had chosen 
staff reductions over drawing 
further on the endowment 
for operating monies. 

While HOPE (Helping 
Outstanding Pupils 
Educationally) increased its 
grants to $1,500 for qualifying 
Georgia students enrolling in 
private colleges this year, its offer 
of full tuition, book allowance 
and mandatory fees for B-average 
Georgia high school graduates 
entering state-supported institu- 
tions this fall had a clear negative 
impact on Agnes Scott’s enter- 
ing Georgia student enrollment 
which was down 35 percent. 

This year the endowment 
will contribute 42 percent of the

As president, Tawana Lee has 
three main goals for RHA in the 
coming year. Lee would like to 
see RHA more active and visible 
on campus through more dorm 
parties, stress-reduction work- 
shops and jointly-sponsored 
activities with other campus 
organizations. She also wants 
to encourage greater student

“Tt all starts in the dorm. We 
as RHA members have the 
opportunity to touch each 
student here. We just want to 
do our part, but we have to 
have the students’ help.” 

Her final goal of raising the 
visibility of RHA at the state 
level, has already been accom- 
plished. Agnes Scott’s RHA won 
the bid to host the statewide 
conference of the Georgia 
Residence Hall Organization in 
1996, making it the first time a 
small institution has served as 
host. Approximately 250 people 
will converge on campus for the 
conference in February. Lee hopes 
to make the event a success for 


ASC’s RHA.

¢¢ inning isn’t every- 
thing,” says Debbie 
Cheaves, a rising 


junior at Agnes Scott. “The 
women who played last year were 
dedicated players who simply love 
the game. We had to be.” 
Cheaves, who has played 


basketball competitively since 
the fifth grade, plans to bring a 
fresh new attitude to the game 
next season. With the naming of 
a new athletic director, Starlyn 
Minke, and the search for a new 
basketball coach in progress, 
Cheaves acknowledges that 
things will be different. “I’m 
excited. It gives us a new chance 
to prove ourselves. It’s a new 
beginning I guess you could say. 
We hope we will have more 
participation and more players 
come out next year.” Cheaves 
served on the search committee 
for the director. 

Not only will things be

“The new 
athletic 
director has

ASC operating budget (tuition 


-contributes 34 percent; room and 


board contributes 10 percent; 
the annual fund, 6 percent). 
Mahoney noted that the board 
of trustees had actually increased 
the endowment contribution to 
the 1995-96 operating budget. It 
was pointed out that compared 
with the use of endowment by 
other colleges, the ASC percent- 
age is high. (According to figures 
from Higher Education Data 
Sharing Consortium, among lib- 
eral arts class I colleges, in 1994 
endowment provided a mean of 
11.4 percent of the operating 
budget compared with 37.8 
percent allowed that year for 
Agnes Scott.) 

By late-August, enrollment 
among Return-to-College 
Students was up (a head count of 
28 this year cones to 10 last 
year) and overall head count was 
at 182 (a head count of two 
more than last year). “We 
increased applications and we 
increased quality (this year’s 
entering class scored an average 
40 points higher on the SAT 
than last year),” reports ASC 
Director of Admission Stephanie 
Balmer. Preliminary fall 1995 
total FTE figures were 535 com- 
pared to 534.38 for fall 1994. 

The 1995 figures are affected 
by the inclusion of 7 Japanese 
exchange students and 5 
German exchange students who 
are enrolled for one semester 
only. Dean of Students Gue 
Hudson ‘68 notes that although 
this fall’s total FTE numbers are 
comparable to last fall’s, the fig- 
ures are a bit misleading. The 
College was not able to reach its 
goal of 155 new students, so a 
sustained solution (greater num- 
ber of full time equivalent stu- 
dents) remains illusive. “We are 
developing new market strategies 
and trying for increased geo- 
sraphic distribution,” notes 
Fe eer “in an attempt to enroll 
more first-year students”

oodbyes are so hard. 
The ones | said to fam- 
ily and friends when | 
left my home state of 
Alabama just four years ago were 
poignant. I parted ways with 
people | had known since child- 
hood, and college pals and pro- 
fessional associate friendships | 
had made in Mobile over 16 
years. Though travel had taken 
me to other parts of the country, 


| had never actually lived outside 


of Alabama, never more than 
60 miles away from my home- 
town of Atmore. For me, going 
away to college at age 33 (that is 
to say, taking the job as assistant 
publications manager at Agnes 
Scott), was far more traumatic 
than going away to college in 
Mobile at 18. Ending relation- 
ships, leaving projects unfinished 
and packing every dang book 
I’d collected in my lifetime, 
made the baggage, both real 
and emotional, much weightier. 
But I arrived here with mem- 
ories, books and boxes in June of 
1991, hopeful and enthusiastic, 
just a couple of months before 
the class of 1995 arrived. And | 
struggled, as they did, with new 
geography, buildings and people, 
learning that first October what 
Black Cat was, and remember- 
ing, as I had learned at 18, how 


simultaneously frightening and 
exciting a new place can be. 
As time passed, the distance to 
Atlanta from Decatur became 
less of a journey; the words 
Buttrick, Main, Rebekah and 
Evans worked their way into my 
vocabulary; the faces of faculty, 
staff and students became almost 
as familiar as the ones I had 
left behind. 

I grew fond of this place 
and looked forward to seeing 
the students daily, attending 
their Blackfriars productions, 
succumbing to solicitations for 
every organizational fund-raiser, 
helping them through difficulties 
with stern professors, receiving 
fun little gifts and greetings at 
Christmastime, hearing about 
their spring breaks and formals, 
listening to the rumble of music 
on the Quad or the crack of a 
softball bat on the field behind 
the library, and even standing 
and chatting in the familiar 
cafeteria line with students who 
chugged Cokes and downed 
bagels as they rushed off to class.

Sharon Maitland-Moon 


responds to disaster 


AIDING VICTIMS OF ANDREW, INIKI & OKLAHOMA BOMBING 


haron Maitland Moon ’80 
uncharacteristically turned 


on her radio April 19 as she 
worked in her Richmond law 
office. Her “unusual” action 
became fortuitous as news of the 
bombing at the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building in Oklahoma 
City began to filter in over the 
airways. Moon, a past director of 
the Young Lawyers Division of 
the American Bar Association, 
immediately placed a call to cur- 
rent Young Lawyers Chair Mike 
Bedkey of Tampa, Fla., to advise 
him that President Clinton had 
declared a state of emergency in 
Oklahoma City, activating the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). Under an 
agreement between the Young 
Lawyers and FEMA, members of 
YLs Disaster Legal Services 
Division (DLSD) agree to 
provide free legal assistance for 
victims of federally declared 
disasters. According to Moon, 
the Young Lawyers mobilized 
within 24 hours of the bombing. 
“A perfect example,” says Moon, 
“of how Disaster Legal Services 
works.” 

Moon, who received her law 
degree from the University of 
Richmond in 1988, began her 
work with the Young Lawyers 
almost immediately after law 
school. She was appointed a 
director of the division for 1992- 
93 (one of six directors who 
advise the chair) with the 
responsibility of overseeing 
seven substantive committees, 
including the DLSD. “I had just 
begun to understand what all my 


committees were responsible for 
when Hurricane Andrew hit,” 
says Moon, referring to the 
September 1992 storm that dev- 
astated Dade County, Fla., and - 
turned out to be the costliest 
natural disasters to-date in 
American history (surpassed 
only by the January 1994 
Northridge, Calif., earthquake). 
“T had to quickly learn what to 
do when disaster strikes.” 
When Hurricane Andrew 
struck, Moon was renegotiating 
a more efficient working agree- 
ment between the Young 
Lawyers and FEMA. As a result, 
she knew exactly what her 
organization was required to do. 
Moon called members of the 
Young Lawyers outside the 
disaster area—most people don’t 
realize that lawyers in the 
disaster area are victims them- 
selves—in Jacksonville, Orlando 
and Tampa. When getting to 
the disaster area proved nearly 
impossible, Moon arranged 
staffing for a hotline that vic- 
tims could call when phone 
service was restored. Once the 
immediate issues of food and 
shelter were resolved, survivors 
of the disaster faced numerous 
legal problems. Some had lost 
Social Security and Medicare 
cards and, most important in 
South Florida, proof of citizen- 
ship. Within weeks of the 
disaster, residents whose homes 
or apartments were destroyed or 
rendered uninhabitable were 
receiving past-due rent notices. 
Eventually, landlord-rentor 
conflicts gave way to problems

with insurance companies and 
contractor fraud. “All in all,” 
says Moon, “we provided legal 
services to Andrew’s victims for 
over a year.” 

Hot on the heels of 
Hurricane Andrew, came 
Hurricane Iniki, which 
decimated the Hawaiian Island 
of Kauai. “We had to fly lawyers 
over every day from the big 
island (Oahu),” says Moon. 

“Tt was a logistical problem of 
how to pay for the airfare. We 
eventually worked out a 

voucher system with FEMA.” 

In the three years since 
Andrew and Iniki wreaked their 
havoc, numerous large-scale 
natural disasters have continued 
to make headlines from coast to 
coast. In California, floods and 
fires were compounded by the 
Northridge earthquake. The 
flood of 1994 in Georgia, 
Alabama and Florida was 
sandwiched between the his- 
toric Midwest floods of 1993 
and their recent, milder, 
descendants. Throughout this 
period, Moon has served in an 
advisory capacity for the YLs 
Disaster Legal Services 
Division. During her tenure as a 
YL director, Moon helped revise 
the Disaster Legal Services 
Agreement that her agency had 
with FEMA. The new agree- 
ment, signed into law July 1993, 
has a statutory basis, says Moon. 
“Public law requires FEMA to 
provide legal services. Still, our 
function as lawyers has become 
easier with the revamping of 
FEMA.” The federal agency, 
which came under fire for slow 
responses to hurricanes Hugo 
and Andrew, has undergone a 
considerable re-organization 
since James Lee Witt was 
appointed director. “Those of us 
in disaster services have seen a 
substantial change in the energy 
and focus of FEMA since James 
Lee Witt arrived,” notes Moon. 
According to Mary Hudak of 
the public affairs office for the 
Atlanta Regional Office of 
FEMA, “We now put a majority 
of our resources into planning 
and response for all hazards.” 

Although Moon’s year as a 
director of the 170,000-member 
YL ended in 1993, she contin- 
ues to function as an unofficial 
adviser to Disaster Legal 
Services while working for the 
law firm of LeClair, Ryan and 
Joines. “You might say I’ve been 
a statesman. I train bar organi- 
zations on how they should 
respond to a disaster.”

¢ In June the Alumnae Board 
held a retreat to evaluate pro- 
grams of the past year and plan 
for 1995-96.

had forgotten the beauty of Agnes 

Scott’s gardens and the tall, old trees 

which grace its grounds. They have 
been tended well in the nearly 30 years 
since | graduated. 

Walking across the campus in idyllic 
autumn weather, it occurred to me that 
the task of leading a liberal arts college is 
not unlike that of tending a beautiful 
English garden. How do you know if the 
soil is rich enough? What do you do to 
improve it? Is your design appropriate to 
the site? Or, as a Chinese proverb puts it, 
shui-tu fu-bu-fu? Will you adapt to the 
soil and the water? 

What makes a lively but harmonious 
garden, where each individual flower, 
plant or tree enhances the overall scene? 
How do you decide the proportion of 
hardy perennials, always re-seeding 
themselves, with more delicate annuals, 
which may change from year to year? 
Which colors and in what quantity? Is 
the effect most pleasing with the blues 
and purples together, or with splashes of 
red and orange in their midst? 

What makes one garden’s beauty 
remembered while others are forgotten? 
A sense of relationships, a discerning eye 
for the core and the periphery, and open- 
ness to creative bursts of innovation 
make a good gardener, a good liberal arts 
college, a good Board of Trustees and a 
good college president. 

In January 1995, Agnes Scott’s Board 
of Trustees announced my selection as 
the seventh president of Agnes Scott

n this season of change, Agnes Scott 
College revised its academic curricu-

transitions in governance. As a result of

academic year 1994-1995 was one of 
significant accomplishment.

appreciation of intellectual relationships 
and the willingness to explore new 
juxtapositions of disciplines. “Connected 
Learning” is the distinctive theme. 

Connected learning embraces pro- 
grams such as Global Connections and 
the Atlanta Semester and pedagogies 
such as quantitative reasoning across the 
curriculum. All are linked to an elo- 
quent new statement of values: 

Y acommitment to women, 

Y acommitment to teaching and 
learning, 

VY acommitment to the liberal arts, 

Y acommitment to an appreciation 
of diverse cultures and 

Y acommitment to a community 
that values justice, courage and integrity. 

The Academic Review process in- 
cluded a faculty, staff and student com- 
mittee, scores of public hearings, position 
papers, and a final review and vote by 
the full faculty. It resulted in the weeding 
out of 79 courses, the creation of 46 new 
courses for a net course reduction of 33. 
The number of majors dropped from 
36 to 26, the departmental structure was 
pruned, four new interdepartmental 
“conferences” were created, and addi- 
tional recommendations are under con- 


sideration. 

As a result of the self-study Agnes 
Scott had undertaken in connection 
with the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools, the faculty also ap- 
proved two important new evaluation 
mechanisms—student evaluation of fac- 
ulty and periodic (five-year) reviews for 
tenured faculty. 

In addition to the academic changes, 
the college completed a parallel 
Administrative Review which examined 
the ways in which the College operates. 
It recommended and implemented numer- 
ous customer service improvements and 
cost-saving changes. 


his transitional year was marked by 

the gracious leadership of Interim 
President Sally Mahoney. Bringing to the 
Agnes Scott community more than two 
decades of leadership experience at 
Stanford University, President Mahoney 
tended our college well during a year of 
sometimes difficult transition. She chose 
to “celebrate” Agnes Scott’s successes, no 
matter how small or individual. “Don’t 
hide your light under a bushel” was her 
refrain. She recognized the pursuit of ex- 
cellence everywhere.

re as a whole, the seeds for a 
robust and distinctive curriculum, 
for a self-renewing faculty, and for an 
effective administration have been sown. 
In embracing these, I look forward to 
providing ongoing leadership which will 
make the liberal arts at Agnes Scott 
College more “connected”—more inter- 
disciplinary, more local and more global, 
and more scientific. We now have the 
promise of vigorous hybrid growth. To 
think across the disciplines keeps us from 
becoming too narrow or pedantic, alerts 
us to questions of significance, and trains 
us for critical thinking in the new mil- 
lennium.

rettyman, class of 1934, focused her study of 18th-century English literature on 


poetry and the art of William Blake. After earning her degree, she completed a 


master of arts at University of North Carolina-Chapel Hill and returned to 


ASC to teach English for two years. Following doctoral 


studies at Yale in 1943, she became an instructor at 


Smith College, then moved on to become a professor 


of English at Wellesley College until her retirement 
in 1974. After her death in 1986, Agnes Scott 


received a generous estate gift of almost $200,000 


designated for general support of the College. Almost 


10 years later, in 1995, the College was again the 


beneficiary of Prettyman’s estate planning, this time 


receiving the corpus of a charitable remainder trust 


established in 1976. The gift, totaling more than 


$100,000, was applied to the most pressing needs of

and Douglas W. Oldenburg were recognized at 
their last Board meeting, May 5, 1995, then 
they rotated off the Board at the end of June, 
completing 41 collective years of service. The 
Board also recognized two other long-time 


associates of the College, Mary Alverta “Bertie” 


Bond ’53 and Hal L. Smith, in late 1994. 

For her 11 years of active leadership and 
direction for all aspects of the College, JoAnn 
“Joie” Delafield of New York, N.Y., was 
honored by her peers with a resolution of 
appreciation for significant leadership on the 
academic affairs, development and nominating 
committees; she served as a member of the 
Presidential Search Committee this past year. 

Katherine Geffcken joined the Board in 
1975, and during her 20-year tenure served on 
various committees. She was cited for her work 
on the academic affairs, buildings and grounds 
committees and the committee guiding student 
affairs. She is a member of the faculty of 
Wellesley College in Wellesley, Mass., where 
she teaches classical languages. 


James Lientz Jr., president of NationsBank in 


Georgia, served a two-year term on the Board, 


beginning in 1993. With his financial expertise, 


Lientz proved to be an excellent resource for 
the audit and investment committees of the 
Board; he also offered valuable insight into the 
overall direction of the College. 

Doug Oldenburg, president of Columbia 
Theological Seminary, a neighboring 
Presbyterian institution of higher learning 
which traditionally holds a seat on the Agnes 


Scott Board of Trustees, served on the faith 
and learning committee and the student affairs 
committee. His eight-year term began in 1987. 

Trustee emeritus Hal L. Smith was 
recognized during the Board meeting on 
Oct. 28, 1994—on the eve of his 90th 
birthday—for his association with the College 
as a Board member from 1952 to 1977. He 
served as chair for 12 years, 1956-1973 and 
later endowed the Hal and Julia T. Smith 
Chair of Free Enterprise in the economics 
department and the Julia Thompson Smith 
Chaplaincy Fund. 

Bertie Bond was named Administrative 
Assistant to the President and Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees Emerita following her 
retirement late last year after 34 years at 
College. She had served with four presidents 
and the Board of Trustees. 

On Nov. 3, 1995, the Board recognized 
23 years of service by Lawrence L. “Larry” 
Gellerstedt Jr., bestowing on him the title of 
Trustee Emeritus. He was a member of the 
Board from 1969 through 1992, acting as chair 
from 1979-1989 and serving the College 
invaluably during his term (see the “Parting 
Words” tribute on page 24). 

The Trustees also recognized and bid 
farewell to three retiring faculty members at its 
spring 1995 meeting. Christabel P. Braunrot 
completed 19 years with the College in the 
Department of French and was honored with 
the title of Associate Professor Emerita of 
French. Jack L. Nelson was named Professor 
Emeritus of English upon his retirement, 
following 33 years of inspirational teaching in 
the English department. Edward C. Johnson, 
named Associate Professor Emeritus of 
Economics, also retired in June 1995 after 30 
years of teaching and dedicated service. 
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Gellerstedt Has “Had a Vision for ASC’s Future” 


sk any Agnes Scott 
administrator to recall 
those indelible 
moments of working with 
Lawrence L. “Larry” Gellerstedt 
Jr., and you'll likely hear 
about his brisk, early morning 
phone calls. 

“Bertie ... Larry,” is how 
Mary Alverta “Bertie” Bond ’53, 
presidential assistant and secre- 
tary to the Board of Trustees, 
recalls the opener for many 
8:30 a.m. conversations with 
Gellerstedt, long-time Board of 
Trustees member—including 
10 years as chair—and staunch 
volunteer for numerous Agnes 
Scott College projects and 
fund-raisers. 

It’s as if he’d been working 
through complex problems, 
tossing around creative solu- 
tions, making lists of questions, 
and then waiting impatiently 
for the world around him to 
wake up and stumble through 
the day’s first cup of coffee. 

“He’s very clear about what’s 
important to him,” notes 
Bonnie Brown Johnson °70, 
former vice president for 
development and public affairs, 
who has raised money with 
Gellerstedt at both Georgia 
Tech and Agnes Scott. She says 
that it’s “hard to imagine any- 


one who has done more for any 
institution. He was willing to 
involve himself for the good of 
Agnes Scott at a substantial 
personal sacrifice.” 

For years, Gellerstedt, CEO 
of Beers Construction Company 
in Atlanta, has efficiently 
juggled a strong commitment to 
higher education, particularly 
for women, with his devotion to 
his family, his flourishing busi- 
ness and the city of Atlanta. He 
understands the value of philan- 
thropy and has given generously 
of his money and time. “Civic 
rent” is how he describes the 
motivation behind his philan- 
thropy, which has included 
leadership for the High Museum 
of Art, the United Way, Central 
Atlanta Progress, the Atlanta 
Botanical Garden and Agnes 
Scott. 

Of course, his Agnes Scott 
roots run deep, with wife Mary 
Duckworth Gellerstedt ’46, 
daughter Gayle ’71, and father 
Lawrence Sr., all having served 
as Board members here. The 
Agnes Scott track and field 
complex bears his name. 

Last month, the College 
honored him as a trustee emeri- 
tus on the very day he reached 
the age of 70, which is the man- 
datory age for that title. The 


emeritus status also requires a 
minimum of eight years of 
service—Gellerstedt has given 
nearly three times that, chair- 
ing the Board during campus 
construction and renovation in 
preparation for the Centennial 
Celebration. His influence has 
been felt on several ASC com- 
mittees, including two presi- 
dential search committees. 
“He pushed us to be better, 
appreciated our heritage and 
had a vision for the future,” 
notes Bond. “And he raised 
money with a vengeance, as

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well as giving his own,” leading 
a $3 million campaign to reno- 
vate Campbell Science Hall 
and a $35 million capital 
campaign. 

ASC Board Vice Chair 
Anne Register Jones 46 used to 
marvel at Gellerstedt’s accom- 
plishments. But soon she was 
receiving those early morning 
phone calls. “After my first tele- 
phone conversation with him, I 
knew,” she recalls. “He doesn’t 
waste time talking. The ‘good- 
bye’ sometimes comes before 
you are ready.” 
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nne Curtis Jones ’79 has 

experienced a year of 

change. Not only did she 

move from the ranks of 

Alumnae Association Board 
of Directors committee member to annu- 
al fund chair this spring, she also made 
the transition from working professional 
to full-time student in Georgia State 
University’s master of science in manage- 
ment program this fall. 

The Raleigh, N.C., native has been 
no stranger to Agnes Scott since her 
graduation. “I started out on a small scale 
[working on] phonathons for the Annual 
Fund and the Young Atlanta Alumnae 
group,” she recalls. Later she was elected 
class reunion chair and class president 
and then served as chair of the Alumnae 
Association’s Continuing Education 
Committee and as a member of the 
Strategic Planning Committee.

spring, Jones admits to 
thinking that fund 
raising was not one of 
her strofg suits. “But, 
through my experiences 
with the phonathons, | 
felt comfortable asking 
people for money 
because I believe in 
Agnes Scott. I also 
think it helps that ’ma 
good organizer and am 
capable of getting 
people to look at goals 
and clarify plans.” 
Jones works directly 
with Sarah Cave, acting 
director of the Annual 
Fund. Together, they 
hope to reach a goal of 
45 percent alumnae 
participation in the 95- 
96 campaign which 
seeks to raise a total of 
$1,094,125 for the 
Annual Fund. “We feel 
that with a new president and the first 
alumnae president, we will meet our 
goal,” says Jones. 

The College also wants to up its 
standing among other women’s colleges 
in alumnae giving. In a line up with 
other women’s colleges such as Hollins, 
Mount St. Mary’s, Randolph-Macon, 
Scripps, Sweet Briar and Wellesley, 
Agnes Scott is just about dead center. 
The Higher Education Data Sharing 
Consortium report for 1993-94 indicated 
a range of alumnae giving from a high of 
47 percent to a low of 27 percent among 
the group list. ASC ranked midway with 
38 percent of alumnae giving. 

Cave feels that she and Jones 
make an effective team. “Anne is very 
organized and goal oriented. We both 
want this to work and to be different 
and creative in our efforts. We are always 
looking for new ideas and bouncing ideas 
off each other.

“She is that wonderful sort of typical 
ASC graduate,” Cave continues. “When 
women graduate from Agnes Scott, they 
go on to be leaders. Anne took that 
ideal and incorporated that into her life 
not only in her career but also with 
in the structure of Agnes Scott as 
a volunteer.” 

Jones came to know more about 
Atlanta and ASC through Faye Allen 
Sisk ’73, a then-family neighbor in 
Jacksonville, Fla. While a high school 
senior, Jones remembers her Mother 
subtly encouraging her to consider 
Agnes Scott. Jones didn’t know why 
until years later when her mother 
explained she had wanted to go to Agnes 
Scott but World War II prevented her. 
Jones adds, “It only took one meeting 
with the College’s admission office and 
I knew Agnes Scott was the right place 
for me. Mom was right.” 

With a degree in economics and 
history and Phi Beta Kappa key in hand, 
Jones joined BellSouth where she facili- 
tated training sessions and worked with 


people on problem-solving issues for 

15 years as an analyst and staff manag- 
er. Once she realized she wanted a 
more detailed understanding of how 
change management and the transition 
process impacts the individual and 
company, she decided to accept an 
early retirement offer, under 
BellSouth’s Career Alternative Plan, 
and enrolled in graduate school. 

With the advanced knowledge, 
Jones hopes to work for a consulting 
company, conducting training programs 
on the management of change follow- 
ing downsizing and reorganization. 

But for now her time is well spent 
as a student and volunteer. 

“My enthusiasm for Agnes Scott 
has helped me as chair of the Annual 
Fund. Agnes Scott has been an impor- 
tant part of my life and helped me get 
to where I am today. It has been a big 
factor in my development as a person.

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Holt Stumps for Women in Beijing 


“WOMEN HAVE SAME PROBLEMS ALL OVER THE WORLD. IT IS ONLY A MATTER OF DEGREE.” 


ithin weeks of cele- 

brating birthday 79, 

Bertha B Merrill Holt 
38 was in Beijing with a dele- 
gation from the Commission on 
Women in North Carolina, 
attending, primarily, the NGO 
(non-governmental organiza- 
tions) portion of the Fourth 
United Nations Conference on 
Women. 

She returned from the con- 
ference with telling observa- 
tions on the world of women, 
beginning with the South 
African delegation who climbed 
to the upper level of a crowded 
Olympic stadium—with suitcas- 
es in tow—and sat in the aisles 
near her during spectacular 
Opening ceremonies . 

Holt later saw women con- 
ferees encircle Tibetan women 
protestors, successfully blocking 
Chinese security guards. 

She and passengers riding 
on a leaking bus “raised our 
umbrellas,” during a downpour. 
Waiting in the rain outside a 
conference space in Huairuo, 
she held out her umbrella to 
shelter several drenched 
Chinese young people (many of 
whom worked as translators). 
“Pretty soon,” says Holt, “other 
women began holding their 
umbrellas over these children.” 

Of particular interest to 
Holt were the plenary sessions 
on health, education, poverty, 
the treatment of girl children 
and domestic violence. “Most 
countries of the world do not 
educate girls,” she laments. 
“Among the worst problems is 
genital mutilation, and in 


armed conflict, women often 
become victims of violence and 
rape.” 

Women’s rights and wom- 
en’s issues have also been at the 
heart of Holt’s 20-year career in 
the North Carolina legislature. 
During that time she cam- 
paigned hard for the Equal 
Rights Amendment (which 
lost by a single vote). She 
helped gather state support for 
shelters for women who experi- 
ence domestic violence and she 
helped secure funding for dis- 
placed homemakers. 

Holt was also part of a 31- 
member women’s caucus in the 
North Carolina legislature 
which last year pushed through 
a marital rape law that “cleanly 
removed the spousal defense.” 
Before that, in North Carolina 
the defense to forcible rape was 
marriage. Some men in the 
state senate claimed that tam- 
pering with the old law would 
break up the home, a con- 
tention Holt found laughable. 
“When we were debating the 
bill, I said, ‘If you do not give 
women a legal defense they 
may take things into their own 
hands.’ This coincided with 
coverage of the [John] Bobbitt 
trial. | was quoted on Public 
Radio. This law was my swan 
song.” 

A worthy adversary of gen- 
der discrimination throughout 
her life and career, Holt began 
to battle on the side of women 
soon after her own graduation 
from the University of 
Alabama Law School (1941). 


She recalls having interviewed 


with several law firms refusing 
to hire women as lawyers. 
“They told me, ‘If you want to 
take a secretarial course, we 
could hire you as a legal secre- 
tary.” Holt prevailed, finding 
work in Washington, D.C., as 
an attorney for the Department 
of Interior and the U.S. 
Treasury. 

Early in her career she 
noted that laws, and lawmakers 
who execute and interpret the 
law, affect all aspects of life 
from economic development to 
the arts. With the idea that 
“politics can bring about 
change,” she began working as 
a volunteer, eventually serving 
as president of the Democratic 
Women of Alamance and vice 
chair of the Alamance County 
Democratic Party and the 
North Carolina Democratic 
Executive Board. Beginning in 
1974, she became the first 
woman to serve her district as 
a state representative. 

Integrity, which Holt care- 
fully guarded throughout her 
public life, along with the lib- 
eral arts training received at 
Agnes Scott, “supplemented by 
my professional training as a 
lawyer, has enabled me to form 
a basis for decision-making 
that was so necessary in creat- 
ing sound legislation.” By 1980 
she was chosen chair of the 
legislative ethics committee; 
she also served twice as chair 
of the constitutional amend- 
ments committee and chair of 
the appropriations committee. 
It was through that experience, 
and through serving as chair of 
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Former North Carolina Representative Bertha B Holt has made a career 
of being “the first woman” to assume numerous responsibilities on the 
state level in both politics and religion, including the first woman to serve 
as senior warden on the vestry of the Episcopal Church in North Carolina 
(daughter Harriett Whitley ’66, has since served as senior warden). 

She has helped cut a clear path for women of later generations. 
(Granddaughter Allyson Whitley 91 and two sisters Tade Merrill 
Lampley ’44 and Evelyn Merrill Daniel ’53 are alumnae of the College.) 


the finance committee of the 
Episcopal Diocese of North 
Carolina, that she felt the 
weight of the power of 
appointed and elected 
bodies, power that must 

“be carefully used.” 

Back in 1978, the 
Alumnae Association gave 
Holt the Outstanding Alumna

Of Agnes Scott’s total educational 
and general (E&G) revenues, 
approximately 45 percent comes 
from endowment revenues in the 
form of dividends on common 
stocks, interest on bonds, and capi- 
tal gains. These capital gains have 
been realized over many years and 
are the result of selling investments 
at a price higher than what it cost 
us to buy the securities, and appre- 
ciation in the market value of investments. 


How do we compare to other schools in percent of 
revenue derived from endowment? 


In reviewing comparative data that ASC receives by 


participating in the Higher Education Data Sharing Con- 
sortium (HEDS), the average amount of endowment 
revenue as a percentage of EGG for the 70 participating 
private colleges in 1994-95 was 10 percent. With Agnes 
Scott receiving approximately 45 percent of its EQG rev- 
enues from the endowment, the impact is significant 
because it helps keep tuition increases down and the phys- 
ical plant in excellent shape, which in turn has kept us on 
the Money magazine and U.S. News and World Report top 
schools ranking for the past few years. 

In 1994-95 the average amount of tuition and fee rev- 
enue, as a percentage of educational and general revenue 
at the same 70 private colleges, was 58.5 percent. On aver- 
age, Agnes Scott derives approximately 34 percent of its 
EGG revenues from tuition and fees. 

Our endowment permits us to be less tuition dependent 
than most other colleges and universities and enables us to 
keep tuition prices at a reasonable level in relation to the 
quality of education we provide to our students, compared 
with other nationally-ranked institutions. Our tuition 
increase of 3.8 percent for the 1996-97 academic year is 
the lowest increase in 25 years. (The tuition increase for 
the 1971-72 academic year was 3.33 percent.) 


Associate vice president of finance Karen Roy: 
“Our endowment gives the College financial 
stability, and that is very important” in ASC’s 
ability to meet student needs in the next century. 


What’s the size of the endowment? 

The endowment has nearly doubled in the past five 
years. As of Dec. 31, 1995, the market value of our 
endowment had risen to $279.9 million, up from $251.6 
million as of June 30, 1995, and 
up from $193.6 million as of 
June 30, 1994. The endowment 
stood at $143 million, on June 
30, 1990. 

In the 1995 National 
Association of College and 
University Business Officers’ 
Endowment Study, Agnes Scott 
ranks fifth among private insti- 
tutions by endowment assets 
per full-time equivalent student 
and 85th out of 460 institutions 
in total market value of endow- 
ment assets. 


Why such growth this 

year? 
The growth increase from June 
30, 1994, to June 30, 1995, is 
attributed to the stock and 
bond markets’ rallying signifi- 
cantly during that time period. 
Most investors, small and large, 
realized growth in the market 
value of their investments. 


How is our money invested? 

The Board of Trustees adopted an investment 
policy which is considered aggressive in the industry. The 
College’s endowments are invested approximately 75 
percent in stocks and 25 percent in bonds. The invest- 
ment managers who oversee our stocks and bonds have 
their performance measured against the investment poli- 
cy. The investment managers are given rate of return 
goals which they are expected to meet. The Investment 
Committee of the Board monitors this policy and its 
goals and carefully scrutinizes the. investment managers’ 
performance. 

Our funds are invested for diversification in a variety 
of industries, i.e., technology, energy, consumer durables, 
financial and utilities. 


How is the amount of endowment support deter- 

mined each year? 
A few years ago the Board of Trustees approved a spend- 
ing policy for the College which permits the College to 
count on a predetermined amount of endowment 
income to use in its operating budget. The predeter- 
mined amount is based on the June 30 market value and 
ranges from 4 to 6 percent. Since we are investing on a 
total return basis, the current payment not only includes 
interest and dividends, but also capital gains. The policy 
has a “safety net” in that we never drop below the previ-

ous year’s allotment and at a 
minimum, we receive a 4 per- 
cent increase over the previous 
year. 

Because of this policy, and 
the increase in the endowment 
market value at June 30, 1995, 
over the previous year, the 
College was able to increase its 
operating revenues in the fall of 
1995 when budget revisions 
were presented to the Board of 
Trustees. 


In what way will these 

additional funds be 
expended? 
These additional revenues were 
targeted to funding academic 
and student initiatives, as well 
as marketing initiatives, and 
providing mid-year salary 
increases to faculty, and equity 

\taises to some staff employees. 

The endowment has also been 
used strategically for such things 
as the Information Technology 
Enhancement Program and 
deferred maintenance of the 
campus buildings. 


Why should alumnae feel 

the need to support a col- 
lege that has such a large 
endowment? 
The College’s endowment is 
like a trust fund a great uncle 
might set up for you. You can 
never spend the principal; you 
have to live off the interest 
income. That interest may help 
pay some of your living expens- 
es, but other sources of funds are 
needed. A college is of course a 
more complex organization but, 
like an individual, has short- 
term and long-term financial 
commitments. It cannot live by 
the endowment alone. The 
financial support we receive 
through gifts to the Annual 
Fund from alumnae, corpora- 
tions and other friends is 
absolutely essential to assist in 
financing the College’s short- 
term needs. This type of support 
helps meet the day-to-day oblig- 
ations, such as scholarships, 
building maintenance and 
salaries, so that the endowment 
is preserved for future Agnes 
Scott generations. 

While our endowment 
income is a major component of 
our operating revenues, we can’t 
in future years take more from it 
than it has produced in the 
form of interest and capital 
appreciation. To do so would 
weaken and erode not only the 
endowment principal, but the 
public’s faith in our ability to 


manage our financial resources. 


We need to increase the per- 
centage of alumnae who give to 
the College. In 1993-94, 38 per- 
cent of Agnes Scott alumnae, 
gave to the College, placing us 
virtually dead center among 
comparable schools whose giv- 
ing ranged from a low of 27 per- 
cent to a high fo 47 percent. 
President Bullock has stressed 
publicly that the College’s 
dependence on alumnae, foun- 
dation and corporate support 
ensures that we are responsive 
to the social and educational 
needs of society. She contends 
that we must test our educa- 
tional role in the marketplace of 
our alumnae and other College 
friends. To the extent we con- 
tinue to offer a high quality, 
socially responsive and pedagog- 
ically innovative education we 


will be successful in raising 
funds from this community. 
This support keeps us “on our 
toes,” and alert to the broader 
community's evaluation of who 
we are and where we are going.” 


How is the endowment 

used to attain our strate- 
gic growth goal of 750 stu- 
dents? 
The investment and spending 
policies | mentioned earlier 
have given the College the 
means to think strategically and 
to financially support our efforts 
of achieving our enrollment 
goal of 750 full-time equivalent 
students. 

Our Board of Trustees has 
used the endowment wisely. 
They have approved initiatives 
which will help Agnes Scott 


become better, but at the same 
time, they preserve our endow- 


ment funds so that the future 


leaders of the College will have 
alternatives available to them. 


What part does our 

endowment play in our 
ability to raise money from 
businesses, corporations and 
foundations? 
Our endowment gives us finan- 
cial stability, and that is very 
important to corporations and 
foundations. They want to know 
that we will be around for 
another 100 years. In addition, 
our financial strength favorably 
affects our bond ratings with 
Standard and Poor's Corp. 
(AA-) and Moody’s Investors 
Service (Aa).

ASC LEADS THE WAY IN TUITION DISCOUNTING. _ 


gnes Scott’s Board of 

Trustees announced a 

1996-97 tuition rate 
increase of 3.8 percent, the 
lowest percentage increase in 
more than 25 years. The 
College also announced that 
it would continue to match 
the state’s HOPE Scholarship 
for Georgia residents meeting 
ASC admission standards. It 
also has established an Enroll- 
ment Growth Task Force to 
help attain its enrollment goal 
of 750 full-time equivalent 
students by the year 2001. 

The task force includes 
members from all sectors of 
the College community and 
will focus on admission and 
retention, tuition and finan- 
cial aid and marketing. 

“Agnes Scott’s endowment 
has enabled it to discount 
tuition for all students for 
many years,” says President 
Mary Brown Bullock ’66. 

At $13,935 per year in 
tuition and fees for 1995-96, 
ASC’s tuition was significant- 
ly lower than other nationally 
ranked women’s colleges, such 
as Smith, Randolph Macon, 


$7,000 off tuition costs. 


Wellesley and Scripps, whose 
tuition and fees ranged from 
$15,090 to $20,290. 

The cost to the College of 
a residential student attending 
Agnes Scott last year was 
$37,175; the cost to the stu- 
dent was $18,545, a discount 
of more than 50 percent. 

By matching the HOPE 
contribution of $2,500 to stu- 
dents at private colleges, ASC 
is a “bargain” for qualified in- 
state residents. The College 
expects to raise its match to 
$3,000 if the state legislature 
approves a proposal to raise 
funds, a move that would 
guarantee Georgia students 
(who aren’t receiving other 
scholarships from ASC) 


Since October 1995, the 
existing $2,500 match has 
boosted Georgia applications 
by 35 percent, notes Stepha- 
nie Balmer, director of admis- 
sion at ASC. “We're trying to 
regain our market share in 
Georgia and this way student 
prospects are staying in the 
admission process longer.”

family shelter and found myriad 
other ways to give something of 
themselves to serving others. It 
may be that I just know more 
about how people are involved 
in service now than I did 30 
years ago as a student, but my 
sense of it is that more people 
are involved in doing more for 
others regularly now than then.

Butler was a post graduate Phi Beta Kappa at 
Agnes Scott and one of the first women to earn 
an L.L.B. from Emory University in 1931. She 
cut a successful career path (in a day when law 
firms were unwilling to hire women as lawyers), 
beginning as a volunteer for the Atlanta Legal 
Aid Society. (The chair of the board resigned 
when the society later decided to pay her a small 
fee for her services.) She combined that work 
with research at Emory for the American Law 
Institute which represents leading bar associa- 
tions in the country. She worked two jobs for 
about three years; then on a lead that work for 
women lawyers was available, in 1935 Butler 
went to Washington, D.C., where she was hired 
as special attorney for the Department of Justice. 

By 1939, Butler was admitted to practice law 
before the Supreme Court. She later became a 
member of the Board of Immigration Appeals, 
an arm of the Attorney General’s office in the 
Department of Justice. She was the first woman 
member of that quasi-judicial body of five 
members to hold the title of judge. 

In 1960, the Justice Department honored 
Butler in recognition of “outstanding perfor- 
mance of the highest order.” 

She maintains ties with Washington, D.C., 
serving on the executive committee of the 
Supreme Court Historical Society and on the 
board of trustees for the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation. 

Butler is past president of the Washington, 
D.C., Alumnae Chapter and has been supportive 
of the College. In 1976, the Agnes Scott 
Alumnae Association honored Butler with the 
first outstanding alumna award for professional 
achievement. 

“| have been happy in the years since being 
an Agnes Scott student that I had a classic 
education. It gave me a background in languages, 
literature and drama. I would have felt a terrific 
gap if | had not had that,” says Butler. She also 
values the close friendships and personal 
discipline that she developed at Agnes Scott. 

“It is only when you look back that you under- 
stand its importance.”

This is an excerpt of a speech 
given to the Columbia, S.C., 
Alumnae Chapter in February. 


How audacious we are when we 
claim proficiency in educating 
women for the 21st century. We 
cannot predict for the next cen- 
tury what specific knowledge 
will be required, but we can 
surely project an increasingly 
global economy, even global 
culture, and we can also predict 
the more pervasive influence of 
science and technology on 

our lives. 

To be more global, to be 
more scientific, we must do 
much more than take an extra 
course in international relations 
or an extra course in lab sci- 
ence: we must change the way 
we think, we must change the 


way we learn. At Agnes Scott 
we are approaching these 
challenges from the inside out. 
While retaining our liberal arts 
emphasis, we are becoming more 
interdisciplinary, more local and 
more global, and more scientific. 

At Agnes Scott, inter- 
disciplinary learning is called 
“connected learning,” connec- 
tions or pathways across the 
disciplines. To think aeross 
the disciplines keeps us from 
becoming too narrow or pedan- 
tic, alerts us to questions of sig- 
nificance and trains us for criti- 
cal thinking in the years ahead. 

At Agnes Scott, “Language 
Across the Curriculum” and 
the Atlanta Semester are two 
examples of “connected” 
learning. Agnes Scott still 
requires language proficiency 
for graduation, and for a small 
college, offers advanced training 
in five languages, from Greek 
to Japanese. 

Our Atlanta Semester 
program began as a pilot 
program this semester. Modeled 
after American University’s 
Washington Semester, this 
program provides connections 
between academic study and 
experiential learning. The 
subject is Atlanta, with the 
theme: “Making All the Differ- 
ence: Rethinking Citizen-ship 
and the City of the Future.” 

Global learning is our 
second approach. 

Institutions can be trans- 
formed through such endeavors 
as Agnes Scott's five-year 
partnership with Kinjo Gakuin 
University. We now offer 
Japanese, teach Japanese 
history, integrate Japan into 
our economics courses and 


regularly exchange students and 
faculty. But, we must do much 
more. Global learning must 
transform our curriculum, our 
faculty and the lives of our 
students. 

Connected learning, global 
learning and now scientific 
thinking must receive our atten- 
tion. We know that training a 
competent and adaptable scien- 
tific and technological workforce 
is key to the future of the United 
States. We know that women’s 
colleges have a special role to 
play in educating women scien- 
tists. By this time next year, we 
hope to announce plans to create 
the Atlanta Science Center for 
Women, an institutionally 
collaborative venture which 
will address pre-collegiate as 
well as post-collegiate scien- 
tific issues for women. But the 
real challenge at Agnes Scott 
is to train not only our science 
students, but also train our non- 
science majors to be more 
scientifically literate citizens. 

Last year, the Agnes Scott 
faculty wrote a new statement 
of institutional values. It is an 
eloquent statement which con- 
cludes: “ASC values a commit- 
ment to a community that values 
justice, courage and integrity.” 

When we talk about educat- 
ing women for the 21st century, 
I believe we are talking about 
intellectual courage, the courage 
to keep crossing many bound- 
aries: disciplinary, cultural and 
scientific.

ENROLLMENT UP 44% 
OVER APRIL 1995 


he Office of Admission 
has reported an increase 
in applications for the fall 
1996 academic year—537 
applications, compared to 
409 applications as of April 
11 last year. There has also 
been an increase in the 
number of students enrolled 
—98 this year compared to 
43 last year. 
e During Scholars Weekend 
Feb. 18-19, 94 high school 
seniors from across the 
country were invited 
to Agnes Scott to 
4, participate in the

“Y Each invited 
semifinalist received a 
$10,000 Letitia Pate Evans 
Scholarship and had an 
opportunity to increase her 
award during the interview 
competition.

Stephen Carter Addresses 


the Role of Religion in 
Politics and Education 


CULTURE OF DISBELIEF AUTHOR DISCUSSES ‘CRIS 


tephen L. Carter, author 

of the award-winning 

book The Culture of 
Disbelief: How American Law 
and Politics Trivialize Religious 
Devotion, questioned the role of 
religion in politics and educa- 
tion as well as the values of a 
nation which displaces religion 
from public discussion and 
awareness, in a Feb. 16 lecture 
entitled “Religion and 
Education and the Culture of 
Disbelief.” Carter, the William 
Nelson Cromwell Professor of 
Law at Yale University, spoke 
at the invitation of Agnes 
Scott’s Faith and Learning 
Committee. 

Carter argued that religion 
is an integral part of American 
heritage and “deeply political. 
It is unwise, unhealthy and 
undemocratic to exclude reli- 
gion from politics and educa- 
tion.” He touched on an issue 
sensitive to many members of 
the Agnes Scott community. 
Concerned about what it 
means to be a church-related 
college, the College’s Faith and 
Learning Committee continues 
to foster on-going dialogue 
about religion and faith in rela- 


tion.to the classroom, the topic 
of Carter’s book. In preparation 
for Carter’s visit, committee 
members researched his book, 
and in the week preceding his 
lecture, a student-led panel 
discussion “got us thinking 
about religion in an intellectual 
way, not just an emotional 
way,” says religious studies 
Chair Tina Pippin. 

Richard Parry, Fuller E. 
Callaway Professor of 
Philosophy, also led a prepara- 
tory panel discussion at 
Columbia Seminary in Decatur. 
“Carter's thesis is that public 
discourse has developed in this 
country to the point that 
addressing public policy issues 
with a religious perspective is 
thought to be illegitimate,” says 
Parry. “He says it’s wrong to tell 
people they can’t address issues 
with a religious perspective, 
[that] complete separation of 
church and state is an incorrect 
interpretation of the First 
Amendment.” Parry feels that 
many ministers or those study- 
ing the ministry, whom he has 
encountered, place a lot of 
blame on themselves for the 
absence of religion from public

values on them,” 
adds Parry. 

Carter spoke of a “crisis of 
values,” which he feels hinders 
both public and private dis- 
course. Unsure of the appropri- 
ateness of controversial topics, 
such as religion, for public 
discussion, people simply avoid 
them. “Our public lives are 
impoverished by lack of a shared 
set of principles. [Our] private 
lives are impoverished by lack of 
public values,” said Carter. He 
contends that the lack of atten- 
tion to religion in the public 
school system stems from that 
impoverishment. Those who 
exclude religious discussion from 
public education argue that no 
one can agree on a single set of 
values which reflects the wide 
range of values in the United 
States, so instead of openly 
discussing or teaching religious 
issues, people skirt the issues to 
avoid offending anyone. 

Carter maintains that “we all

have a standard set of values in 
the Bill of Rights, but we fail to 
learn them,” says The Rev. 
Paige McRight ’68, the Julia 
Thompson Smith Chaplain. 

Carter also pointed to the 
Ten Commandments “as-a 
moral resource for Americans,” 
says Pippin, who disagreed 
with Carter's interpretation 
of the Commandments as 
“transcendent values.” 

“If we disagree about public 
values, we need to talk about 
them,” Carter said. “We can’t 
impose values on people, but we 
can teach them.” Above all, 
Carter stressed the need to pro- 
mote a “formal values curricu- 
lum” in schools by exemplifying 
for students “community val- 
ues”—honesty, generosity, 
service, faith, fairness and 
respect—which form a “consen- 
sus” of values across our nation.

Thompson Awarded National 
Science Foundation Grant 


$90,000 AIDS GRASSHOPPER RESEARCH 


ith a $90,000 grant from the National Science 

Foundation, Karen Thompson, assistant professor of 

biology, hopes to discover the reasons for different sex- 
ual behavioral patterns in male and female grasshoppers. Along 
with student assistants Maria Melo 96 and Priya Sivanesan 797, 
Thompson will investigate the structural and functional proper- ~ 
ties of the nervous systems of these insects over three years. 

Different behavior in male and female grasshoppers is 

referred to as dimorphorism. However, “I am not [solely] interest- 
ed in the sexual habits of grasshoppers,” states Thompson. 
Rather, the significance of her research project is to understand 
“how animals of the same species produce different characteris- 
tic behavior.” She hopes this will reveal how the nervous system 
supports the diverse behavior “we see all around us.”

M’s Aichel Samford, a 
native of Jacksonville, Fla., 
graduated from Agnes Scott in 
1949. In 1952, she moved to 
Albany, Ga., with her husband, 
Charles, a graduate of Georgia 
Institute of Technology and a 
civil engineer. Their children 
were born there, and in her 
“spare time” she helped her hus- 
band establish a building supply 
business. In 1964, they moved 
to Samford’s hometown of 
Jacksonville, where she taught 
Bible history in the public 
school system and raised their 
four children. 

However, life took a surpris- 
ing turn in 1976. When she was 
a 49-year-old grandmother, 
Samford and her husband decid- 
ed to sell their Florida home, 
return to Decatur and re-enter 
school—she to study nursing, 
he to do graduate work at 
Georgia Tech. The goal was to 
pursue their shared dream of 
becoming missionaries. 

Once they received their 
degrees, they were sent by the 
United Presbyterian Church to 
the mission field in Malawi, 
Africa. There, the Samfords and 
other volunteers established the 
country’s first blood bank and 
toy library. She treated patients 
at her home and led Bible study 
classes while her husband 
improved the quality of life by 
making potable water available 
to more Malawians. Together, 
the Samfords forged close 
friendships with the people of 
Malawi. While working with 
the blood bank they encoun- 
tered some of the earliest 
known cases of the AIDS virus, 
which was just beginning to 
present itself in Africa and 
other parts of the world. They 
found themselves caring for 
people with HIV, malaria, polio, 
tuberculosis and other diseases. 

The Samfords ministered for

almost nine years in Malawi, 
until Charles Samford retired in 
1988 and they returned to 
Atlanta. Even then, Mary 
Samford was not content to rest

Samford has always kept 
close ties to Agnes Scott. While 
in Jacksonville, she served as 
president of the ASC Alumnae 
Chapter.

ment of the first-year 

class at the highest 
point in 27 years, Agnes Scott's 
Office of Admission is playing a 
major role in the College’s 
newest era of growth (begun 
with the Strategic Plan 1991- 
92) and making great strides 
toward achieving ASC’s strate- 
gic enrollment goal of 750 by 
the year 2001, which was set 
last year. In this interview, 
Admission Director Stephanie 
Balmer discusses the initiatives 
that have been successful this 
year as well as plans for 
enrollment growth in the future. 
Balmer, the director of admis- 
sion since February 1995 and a 
staff member since 1991, 
received a B.S. in political sci- 
ence and journalism from 
Murray State University in 
Murray, Ky., in 1989 and 
began her work in admissions at 


MSU that year. 


Where do we stand now and where are the greatest 
+increases? 

We have 236 first-year students enrolled (as of June 12) 
versus 120 at this time last year. The incoming class for the 
fall is the largest first-year class since 1969, when the 
College enrolled 244. We are especially pleased to see the 
significant increase in Georgia, both in applications and 
students enrolled (106 Georgians this fall, compared to 49 
last year). Our ability to match the H.O.P.E. Scholarship 
with institutional funds kept students interested in ASC 
longer. Florida has also been an area of increase. New mar- 
keting efforts in New York and California have produced 
increases, with six students each, respectively. 


How did you go about identifying these areas 
eof growth? 

We identified new markets for potential growth (as part of 
our enrollment growth plan drafted last summer) by 
studying our own institutional strengths—identifying 
the out-of-region markets that had generated inquiries, 
applications and enrollments in the past five years and had 
strong alumnae support. We also considered areas where 
research has determined that students tend to be mobile. 
In other words, they may be more than 500 miles away 
from the College but still consider a southeastern institu- 
tion as an undergraduate option. Most important, we iden- 
tified areas where the College has strong alumnae support 
(New York; California; Montgomery County, Md.; Fairfax 
County, Va.; and Washington, D.C.) and the admission, 
alumnae and development offices included these stops in 
the 1995-96 “Travel Blitz.” For 1996-97, we will have 
geodemographic research to assist us in identifying other 
target areas.

Would you give us a bit more information 
«about the new scholarship strategy employed 
in 1995-96? 
We found we needed to segment the current program 
beyond the Honor and Achievement Scholarships that 
were in place. Without any published academic criteria,

students were unable to picture 
themselves as scholarship recipi- 
ents at ASC. Although our previ- 
ous program was generous, we 
weren't realizing the yield we 
needed. This year, the officers 
approved a scholarship strategy 
that includes scholarships ranging 
from $6,000 to full tuition, room 
and board annually. Basic acade- 
mic criteria for the scholarship 
was published in advance. We 
feel that by giving students this 
information earlier, it contributed 
to our 43 percent increase in 
Scholarship Decision applications 
and an even more significant 
increase in our yield from the 
Scholarship Decision Pool. We 
have also realized a return from 
our new transfer and Return-To- 


College scholarships for 1995-96. 


What role have alumnae 
+had in recruitment 

efforts? 
Our alumnae have played a key 
role in this success by recom- 
mending high schools whose stu- 
dents would be strong matches 
for ASC as well as assisting with 
the planning of receptions in 
those areas, launching letter-writ- 
ing campaigns, representing the 
College at various college fairs, 
attending Dessert and Discussion 
events and assisting with tele- 
counseling. Our Alumnae 
Admission Representatives 
(AARs, of which there are cur- 
rently 90), chaired by Winkie 
Wootton Booher ’69 of 
Jacksonville, Fla., have been a 
valuable resource. We hope alum- 
nae will continue to volunteer 
their time. Agnes Scott is about 
relationships and it is important 
for the prospective student to be 
able to place an alumna’s face 
with the institution so that she 
can “picture herself” a few years 
ahead. We would like to have 
AAR Committee chairs in the 
more than 40 cities in which we 
have organized clubs or chapters. 
As we expand geographically, our 
applicants will continue to 
request the names of alumnae 
from their area. In developing the 
new markets, the alumnae office 
was instrumental in providing 
needed alumnae support. 


In her inaugural address, 

+President Mary Brown 
Bullock ’66 mentioned a special 
international recruitment initia- 
tive that is about to begin. 
Explain the new program? 
The international recruitment 
program is an exciting initiative. 
In the past, we have given gener- 
al responses to inquiries from 
abroad and built on pre-existing 
relationships with alumnae or 
schools in other countries. In 
drafting the enrollment growth 


plan last summer, we identified 
international markets as having 
growth potential and began 
researching that market. With 
President Bullock’s arrival and 
her interest in further enhancing 
Agnes Scott’s role in the global 
community, as well as a 1995 gift 
earmarked for admission and 
international recruitment, we 
have decided to move forward 
with the new plan. We hope to 
build on relationships with alum- 
nae and the U.S. Information 
Services abroad, but also to trav- 
el internationally, particularly in 
Asia and Latin America. We 
would like to see our Global 
Awareness and Global 
Connections academic programs 
as a method of reaching interna- 
tional students through our fac- 
ulty and current students study- 
ing abroad. We anticipate partic- 
ipating in the highly-regarded 
tour sponsored by Linden 
Educational Services. 


Do we have other similar 
©. targeted programs in 
force now? 

We have two. We segment our 
prospect and applicant pool of 
African-American and Hispanic 
students and present separate 
mailings and messages to each. 
Admission is trained and well- 
versed in multicultural recruit- 
ment strategies and has 
employed two alums, LePret 
Dickinson ’94 and Cristina 
Santana 94, to lead these efforts. 
We have successfully recruited 


and enrolled 37 African- 
American students versus 16 this 
time last year, and nine Hispanic 
students, versus three last year. 


Are there any new seg- 

«ments we hope to target 
in the future? 
We are committed to diversity. 
We would also like to increase 
our Jewish and Asian-American 
populations on campus and are 
currently researching successful 
strategies that we can use to 
recruit these students. This year 
we had Rabbi Lou Feldstein on 
campus to discuss links with 
Atlanta YAD and have 
increased our travel in the 
Northeast and other areas with 
traditionally high Jewish popula- 
tions. We also have a number of 
Jewish faculty and administrators 
who have agreed to help with 
recruitment and retention of 
Jewish students. Our travel is 
also taking us to the West to 
high school and college fairs in 
California for example. By doing 
so, we increase the volume of 
our prospect base for these two 
segments. The next step is a tar- 
geted communication and 
recruitment plan. 


How are we doing on 
«retention? 

Retention numbers are very 
encouraging. With 84 percent of 
our first-year students returning 
to campus last fall, it is obvious 
that the climate is conducive to 
enrollment growth. President 


Bullock’s arrival coupled with 
an increase in student activities 
on campus are some of the rea- 
sons students are citing a new 
sense of energy on campus. 
There is an increase in the 
number of students who have 
re-registered for fall 1996 too, 
so the outlook continues to 
remain positive. The dean of 
students’ office and admission 
had a party in May for first-year 
students to celebrate the com- 
pletion of their first year. Next 
year, representatives of the 
Tower Council (the student 
ambassadors group) will be 
more involved in retention 

- efforts. 


Was enlisting students 

+to help with retention 
an idea that came out of the 
Enrollment Task Force? 
Yes, based upon the work of 
the Recruitment and Retention 
Committee of the Enrollment 
Task Force, Tower Council will 
be comprised of two subcom- 
mittees for 1996-97, recruit- 
ment and retention. This way 
student leaders will be more 
involved in retention efforts 
beginning this summer. R&R is 
one of three committees of the 
Enrollment Task Force. The 
other two are Tuition and 
Pricing, and Marketing. All are 
comprised of faculty, students, 
staff and trustees, and are col- 
lectively led by President 
Bullock.

contingent from Agnes 
Scott College visited 
Savannah in March to 


study the history of Austrian set- 
tlers who came to the area in 
the early 1700s. 

Sponsored in part by a one- 
time $300 incentive grant from 
the National German Honor 
Society, matched by the Office of 
the Dean of the College, stu- 
dents in the German Club and 
faculty from the German pro- 
gram made the four-hour journey 
to coastal Georgia. “We took the 
trip to promote interest in 
German heritage and language 
and to motivate more students to 
become members of the Honor 
Society,” says Ingrid Wieshofer, 
professor of German and a native 
of Vienna, Austria. 

The Georgia Salzburger 
Society, composed of some of the 
descendants of the original 
Austrian settlers, continues to 
preserve the heritage of the 
colonists. Society members were 
host to the Agnes Scott group 
and provided them with an 
extensive tour of the settlement 
where the group learned how 37

families made the long sea voy- 
age from Salzburg, Austria, to 
escape religious persecution. The 
settlers eventually founded the 
town of Ebenezer, 30 miles out- 
side Savannah, where they estab- 
lished Georgia’s first public 
school, orphanage and church. 
The original church structure, 
built in 1734, still stands and 
Jerusalem Lutheran Church 
remains the oldest sanctuary in 
the United States with an active 
congregation. Agnes Scott stu- 
dent Olivia Roller ’97 says while 
visiting the refurbished church, 
she marveled at how the red 
brick walls of the church still 
show the handprints of those 
who built it over 250 years ago. 
On the site of what was the 
orphanage is a museum that 
holds the diaries of the immi- 
grants, providing detailed 
glimpses into their daily lives. 
Well-preserved cradles, Bibles, 
clothes and utensils used by the 
settlers are also on exhibit. 
Nearby is the New Ebenezer 
Family Retreat and Conference 
Center which houses visitors and 
accommodates group meetings. 


“(The students] were fascinat- 
ed. They had no idea Germans 
had located to this area,” 
Wieshofer says. “For them to 
know [that the settlers] were here 
made them realize Atlanta was 
not the center of early habitation 
in Georgia, but [instead] 
Savannah.” 

The area was the focal point 
of the state to the extent that 
New Ebenezer was the first 
capital of Georgia and John H. 
Treutlan, one of the original 
settlers, became Georgia’s first 
governor. 

Roller says findings from the 
trip will be chronicled in an arti- 
cle to be presented to the 
National German Honor Society. 

“We learned so much [during 
the trip],” she adds. “We had 
thought that most of the early 
settlers in America went to the 
New England area. It was inter- 
esting to find out that these 
exiles from Austria and Germany 
were in the U.S. before many of 
the settlers in New England and 
contributed much to Georgia and 
the settlement of the state.”

Alumna Helps City of Decatur Prepare 


for the 1996 Summer Olympics

t’s Atlanta!” A 1990 Atlanta 

Journal! Constitution head- 

line shouted the victorious 

news that Atlanta would 
host the Centennial Olympic 
Games in the summer of 1996. 
The city of Decatur rejoiced in 
this news—then immediately 
got to work. The Decatur City 
Commission appointed an 
Olympic Interaction Task Force, 
made up of citizen volunteers, to 
determine what role Decatur 
would play on this monumental 
occasion. The Task Force 
surveyed the community, held 
town meetings and delivered its 
recommendations to the 
commission. 

Decatur, said the Task Force, 
is known for annual events and 
festivals held on the Old 
Courthouse Square, including 
the Decatur Arts Festival, which 
draws over 20,000 people. 
Although Decatur will not host 
any sports venues, its location 
between Atlanta and Stone 
Mountain, and the fact that it’s 
on the MARTA rail line, is 
ideal. Therefore, Decatur will 
stage an extensive festival 
July 19 to Aug. 4, showcasing 
the best of Decatur and provid- 
ing an Olympic experience with 


a hometown flavor for residents, 
guests and visitors. 

As we prepared, national and 
international entities joined us. 
The Olympic Council of Ireland 
rented the Old Courthouse on 
the Square. Now officially 
known as “Irish House,” it will 
be their hospitality site during 
the games, and Decatur will 
become “City O’ Decatur.” 
Burkina Faso, (Decatur’s West- 
African sister city), accepted the 
mayor's offer of hospitality, and 
Decatur will house its 35-mem- 
ber delegation, including the 
country’s First Lady. The United 
States Olympic Committee 
(U.S.O.C.) chose Decatur as the 
place to process all U.S. athletes 
before they head to the Olympic 
Village beginning three weeks 
before the games. Decatur’s 
Holiday Inn Select will also 
house the Canadian Broadcast 
Corporation and Agnes Scott 
will house a large games-related 
delegation, Other countries are 
renting houses in our neighbor- 
hoods. Poland and Italy will be 
our next-door neighbors in 
Avondale Estates and the 
Callanwolde Fine Arts Center. 

As marketing director for 
the Decatur Downtown 
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Development Authority, my 
role is to market Decatur, and 
its Olympic festival, to the 
metro-Atlanta community and 
the world. Our festival took on 
the name “Hometown to the 
World” and we designed a spe- 
cial logo, created a brochure, 
banners and ads. We are work- 
ing with volunteers to produce 
17 days of continuous events, 
including a Beach Party, 
Fiddlers Festival, Africa Night, 
Burkina Faso Night, Ireland 
Night, pin trading, U.S. bobsled 
trials, fireworks, food, beverages; 
merchandise sales, a memorabil- 
ia showcase featuring souvenirs 
from previous games, a 
Hometown Concert Series fea- 
turing Grammy award-winning 
female singers Nanci Griffith, 
Emmy Lou Harris and CeCe 
Winans, the Georgia Mass 
Choir and more. We are secur- 
ing sponsors and preparing the 
way to accommodate 7,500- 
10,000 visitors per day in down- 
town Decatur. 

To carry out this short-term 
assignment with long-term 
implications, | rely heavily on 
skills honed at Agnes Scott, 
including pulling together dis- 
parate elements, meeting impos- 
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sible deadlines, researching 
unknown quantities and knowing 
when desperation dictates a break 
for contemplation or play. 
Producing the Hometown to the 
World Festival is the once-in-a- 
lifetime elective that extends my 
normal workload past its already 
bulging limit and reminds me of 
my years at Agnes Scott where 
striving for my diploma was a 
dream that became a reality when 
I set my sights on a goal, took 
myself seriously and pretended 
there were 48 hours in every day.
